INSTRUCTIONS    CONCERNING   MEAT    INSPECTION. 

Report  of  Meat-Inspection  Stamps  Used. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  report  immediately  to 
this  office  the  number  of  regular  meat-inspection  stamps  used  during  the  six 
months  ended  June  30,  1907. 

Meat-Inspection  Certificates. 

It  is  noted  that  at  some  stations  the  old  form  of  meat-inspection  certificate, 
"Act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,"  is  still  in  use,  and  that  a  rubber 
stamp,  "  U.  S.  Inspected  and  Passed,  Act  of  Congress  June  30,  1906,"  is  used 
across  the  face  of  the  certificate.  Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat-inspection  sta- 
tions at  which  this  is  done  will  make  requisition  for  a  supply  of  new  certifi- 
cates, and  upon  receipt  of  same  will  discontinue  the  use  of  the  old  ones  and 
forward  to  this  office  those  on  hand,  together  with  the  rubber  stamp. 

"  Special"  Stamps  and  Certificates. 

The  use  of  "  special  "  stamps  and  "  special  "  certificates  should  be  discontinued 
as  soon  as  a  supply  of  stamps  and  certificates  made  on  orange-colored  paper  is 
received,  and  the  remaining  stock  of  "  special  "  stamps  and  "  special  "  certifi- 
cates should  be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office.  The  orange-colored  stamps 
and  certificates  are  intended  to  be  used  for  export  shipments  of  meats  or  meat 
food  products  that  have  been  prepared  or  packed  with  preservatives  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  foreign  purchaser. 

Marking  Burlap-Covered  Barrels. 

Self-locking  seals  shall  no  longer  be  used  on  burlap-covered  barrels,  which 
should  hereafter  be  marked  with  the  regular  meat-inspection  stamps.  The 
stamps  used  for  this  purpose  may  be  applied  to  the  burlap  one  day  in  advance  of 
the  time  it  is  intended  to  use  them,  in  order  that  they  may  .have  time  to  dry. 
For  applying  these  stamps  to  burlap  corn  dextrin  or  hot  glue  which  contains 
a  liberal  amount  of  varnish  will  be  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Temporary  Marking  of  Canned  Meats  for  Identification. 

After  meats  or  meat  products  have  been  canned,  unless  labeled  at  once  so  as 
to  indicate  plainly  the  character  of  the  contents,  the  cans  shall  be  marked 
immediately  after  packing  with  a  small  temporary  label,  or  marked  in  such 
manner  that  the  identity  can  be  maintained  until  the  final  label  is  attached. 

Labeling  Leaf  Lard. 

On  account  of  the  large  amount  of  product  labeled  "  Leaf  Lard  "  that  is  placed 
on  the  market  by  packers,  its  genuineness  has  been  questioned.  The  amount 
so  labeled,  in  addition  to  the  neutral  lard  manufactured,  is  claimed  to  exceed 
in  quantity  the  leaf  fat  produced.  Inspectors  are  therefore  directed  to  give 
close  attention  to  the  preparation  and  labeling  of  product  designated  as  "  Leaf 
Lard,"  and  to  see  that  nothing  but  the  product  of  "  leaf  fat "  shall  be  so  labeled. 
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Deceptive  Trade  Labels. 

Through  the  State  Department  the  Bureau  is  informed  that  according  to  a 
recent  examination  of  samples  of  what  purported  to  be  American  lard  sold  in 
a  foreign  market  all  were  found  to  contain  more  or  less  cotton-seed  oil  or  cotton 
oil  stearin.  No  objection  was  made  to  cotton-seed  oil  as  such,  or  to  imitations  of 
lard  made  wholly  or  in  part  from  such  oil ;  but  in  the  particular  market  referred 
to  it  is  a  misdemeanor  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  food  substance  under  a  false 
label.  While  the  product  in  question  was  likely  exported  prior  to  October  1, 
1906,  this  is  a  practical  illustration  of  the  necessity  for  a  strict  compliance  with 
the  Bureau  regulations  and  instructions,  and  inspectors  in  charge  are  directed 
to  urge  upon  employees  the  importance  and  necessity  of  an  intelligent  oversight 
of  all  processes  and  the  correct  labeling  of  all  meat  food  products. 

Inspections  for  the  Navy  Department. 

Inspectors  who  have  been  instructed  to  make  inspections  of  meat  food  products 
for  delivery  to  ships  belonging  to  the  United  States  Navy  and  naval  stations  are 
directed  to  report  promptly  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  on  each  inspection  of  this 
kind  made.  This  report  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  letter  and  should  indicate 
the  kind  and  amount  of  product  inspected,  the  establishment  from  which  it 
emanated,  and  whether  the  product  conformed  to  the  specifications  of  the  Navy 
Department. 

Badges  Must  be  Worn. 

It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Bureau  that  some  of  the  local  employees 
in  the  meat-inspection  service  do  not  wear  their  official  badges  as  required  by 
the  regulations.  Particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  necessity  of  each  such 
employee  wearing  his  official  badge  over  the  left  breast  on  the  outer  clothing 
while  in  performance  of  his  official  duties. 

The  badge  of  an  employee  only  entitles  him  to  admission  to  establishments  or 
parts  thereof  where  his  duties  require  his  presence  while  carrying  out  his 
instructions. 

At  establishments  requiring  permission  for  the  admission  of  visitors,  Bureau 
employees  shall  not  allow  persons  not  connected  with  the  service  to  accompany 
them  into  such  establishments  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
management. 

Reports. 

In  reporting  on  I.  D.  Form  112  the  species  reported  upon  should  be  indicated 
on  the  back  of  the  form. 

Transfer  of  Inspected  Unmarked  Meat  and  Meat  Food  Products  between  Official  Estab- 
lishments in  Sealed  Cars  and  Reporting  Same. 

I.  D.  Form  109F.  which  will  soon  be  supplied  to  stations,  will  be  used  for 
giving  notice  of  each  car  of  meat  or  meat  food  product  shipped  under  Regula- 
tion 54.  The  notice  should  be  prepared  in  duplicate,  the  original  being  mailed, 
immediately  after  the  car  is  sealed,  to  the  inspector  in  charge  at  destination 
and  the  duplicate  being  promptly  mailed  to  the  Washington  office. 

The  Government  seals  on  all  cars  received  under  Regulation  54  should  be 
carefully  examined  at  destination.  If  they  show  signs  of  having  been  tampered 
with,  or  if  one  or  both  of  them  are  missing,  the  exact  facts  should  be  reported  to 
the  Washington  office  on  the  back  of  notice  on  I.  D.  Form  109F,  if  such  notice 
has  been  received.     If  not.  the  report  to  Washington  should  be  made  by  letter. 
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If  before  notice  on  I.  D.  Form  109F  has  been  received  cars  arrive  at  desti- 
nation with  one  or  both  of  tbe  seals  broken  or  missing,  tbe  inspector  at  destina- 
tion may  wire  tbe  inspector  at  tbe  shipping  point  for  confirmation  of  the 
shipment,  provided  the  management  of  the  establishment  defrays  the  expense 
of  telegraphing.  Pending  this  confirmation  the  unmarked  product  may  be  un- 
loaded, provided  it  is  kept  separate  and  apart  from  other  products  of  the  estab- 
lishment until  identification  is  completed. 

If  after  notice  on  I.  D.  Form  109F  has  been  received  cars  arrive  at  desti- 
nation with  one  or  both  of  the  seals  broken  or  missing  or  showing  signs  of 
having  been  tampered  with,  and  the  unmarked  contents  of  the  car  are  as  re- 
ported in  the  notice,  the  product  may  be  admitted  to  the  establishment  if  there 
is  no  other  good  reason  for  excluding  it. 

The  first  paragraph  of  circular  letter  ZY-174,  dated  January  3,  1907,  and  cir- 
cular letter  ZY-1S5,  dated  March  2,  1907,  are  hereby  revoked. 

Traffic  in  Unsound  Meats  Must  be  Stopped. 

The  interstate  traffic  in  unsound  meats,  wrhich  has  for  years  been  going  on 
principally  with  cities  in  the  South,  is  so  at  variance  with  both  the  spirit  and  the 
letter  of  the  law  and  regulations  that  its  continuance  will  not  be  permitted. 
Last  year,  when  the  meat-inspection  law  was  new  and  the  provisions  of  the  law 
and  of  the  regulations  had  not  been  widely  advertised,  those  who  committed 
merely  technical  violations  of  the  law  by  continuing  old  practices  were  excused 
and  warned  against  a  repetition  of  the  offense.  Hereafter,  however,  no  leniency 
will  be  shown,  and  all  violations  of  the  law  and  regulations  will  be  promptly 
referred  to  the  Department  of  Justice  for  prosecution. 

Inspectors  are  therefore  directed  to  give  special  attention  to  shipments 
destined  to  points  in  the  South,  and  to  make  careful  reinspections  of  meats 
so  destined  in  order  to  prevent  the  shipment  from  establishments  having 
inspection  of  sour  or  tainted  meats  or  meats  that  are  unsound,  unbealtbful, 
unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food.

"National  Lime-and-Sulphur  Dip,"  a  lime-and-sulphur  dip.  manufactured  by 
tbe  National  Medical  Company,  Sheldon,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of 
National  Lime-and-Sulphur  Dip  to  5i  gallons  of  water. 

For  Dipping  Sheep. 

"  Cremoline,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  The  Cremoline  Man- 
ufacturing Company.  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Maximum  dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of 
Cremoline  to  62  gallons  of  water. 
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"  Cold  Coin  Stock  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Gold 
Coin  Stock  Food  Company,  St.  Paul,  Minn.  Maximum  dilution  permitted,  1 
gallon  of  Gold  Coin  Stock  Dip  to  56  gallons  of  water. 

"  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Twin  City  Drug 
Mills,  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Maximum  dilution  permitted.  1  gallon  "Sheep  Dip" 
to  53  gallons  of  water. 

"  Zenoleum,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  The  Zenner  Disinfect- 
ant Company,  Detroit,  Mich.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Zenoleum  to  not 
more  than  63  gallons  of  water. 

"  Lustrolave,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Chemical  Supply 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted.  1  gallon  of  Lustrolave  to  not 
more  than  53  gallons  of  water. 

"  National  Coal-Tar  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the 
National  Medical  Company,  Sheldon,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of 
National  Coal-Tar  Dip  to  not  more  than  66  gallons  of  water. 

"  Carooleum,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Prescott  Chemical 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Carboleum  to  not 
more  than  52  gallons  of  water. 

"  Kreso  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co., 
Detroit,  Mich.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Kreso  Dip  to  not  more  than  63 
gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  paragraph  3,  section  (d),  of  Regulation 
33,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said 
Regulation  33. 

Correction. 

"  Standard  Stock  Dip." — The  maximum  dilution  permitted  for  dipping  sheep 
is  1  gallon  of  Standard  Stock  Dip  to  55  gallons  of  water,  instead  of  50  gallons  of 
water  as  erroneously  stated  in  Service  Announcements  of  June  15.- 1907,  page 
10.     To  avoid  mistakes,  copies  of  that  number  should  be  corrected. 

Certificates  of  Disinfection  of  Cars. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  when  affixed  to  a  car  the  exposed  side  of  I.  D., 
Form  57A,  is  frequently  so  faded  as  to  be  illegible,  this  form  will  hereafter  be 
printed  on  both  sides  and  should  be  filled  in  on  both  sides  by  the  employee  who 
witnesses  the  disinfection  of  the  car. 


VIOLATIONS  OF  REGULATIONS  IN  TRANSPORTING  SOUTHERN  CATTLE. 

I.  D.  Form  61  will  supersede  I.  D.  Form  21B  for  use  in  reporting  violations  of 
the  regulations  in  transporting  southern  cattle.  The  new  forms  are  now  being 
prepared,  and  will  be  distributed  as  soon  as  possible.  After  their  receipt  in- 
spectors will  cause  the  destruction  of  their  supply  of  I.  D.  Form  21B.  All  are 
urged  to  make  close  observations  for  violations  of  the  regulations  referred  to 
and  report  fully  and  promptly  all  obtainable  facts  in  connection  with  each 
violation.

ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  NOTES. 

Beef  Production  Investigations. 

The  Animal  Husbandry  Office  took  over  on  July  1,  1907,  the  work  on  beef 
production  in  cooperation  with  the  Missouri  Experiment  Station,  which  has 
been  carried  on  for  several  years  by  cooperation  between  that  station  and  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  The  work  is  to  be  enlarged  considerably  and  will 
cover  especially  a  systematic  study  of  the  growth  of  steers  from  calfhood,  in- 
cluding chemical  studies  and  investigations  with  the  respiration  calorimeter. 
The  project  is  thus  a  sort  of  triple  arrangement  between  the  Bureau,  the 
Pennsylvania  Experiment  Station,  and  the  Missouri  Experiment  Station. 


Sheep  Breeding  Experiments. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Shaw,  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  Office,  and  Mr.  F.  S.  King,  of 
Laramie,  Wyo.,  the  board  appointed  by  the  Secretary  to  procure  additional 
sheep  for  the  breeding  experiments  in  cooperation  with  the  Wyoming  Experi- 
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inent  Station,  spent  a  week  during  June  buying  rams  for  this  work.  Some  ex- 
cellent specimens  were  procured;  two  from  Michigan  and  two  from  Ohio.  All 
were  registered  Rambouillets.  Earlier  in  the  month  Mr.  King,  in  company 
with  Prof.  B.  C.  Buffuin,  formerly  director  of  the  Wyoming  Experiment  Station, 
secured  30  very  good  ewes  for  this  work  from  a  Nebraska  flock.  The  flock  at 
the  Wyoming  Experiment  Station  now  numbers  about  100  ewes  and  4  rams. 
More  ewes  are  to  be  added  during  the  summer.  The  Bureau  hopes  to  increase 
the  number  until  there  is  a  full-sized  band.  The  sheep  are  being  run  on  the  King 
Brothers'  range  near  Laramie,  Wyo. 

Morgan  Horse  Breeding  Experiments. 

Work  on  the  Morgan  Horse  Farm  at  Middlebury,  Vt.,  is  progressing  well.  A 
force  of  men  has  been  employed  in  fencing,  and  the  farm  is  being  supplied  with 
up-to-date  implements.  Repairs  to  the  buildings  are  already  under  way,  and  it 
is  expected  that  by  the  approach  of  winter  the  barn  will  be  in  condition  to 
house  the  horses  and  the  house  will  be  habitable  for  the  superintendent's  family. 
Nearly  all  the  horses  have  been  transferred  from  the  farm  of  the  Vermont  Ex- 
periment Station,  which  in  future  is  to  be  used  only  as  an  overflow  station  for 
the  farm.     Relations  with  the  Vermont  station  are  very  satisfactory. 

The  Morgan  stallion,  General  Gates,  No.  4411.  American  Morgan  Register, 
sire  of  Shakespeare  (champion  Morgan  stallion  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Ex- 
position) and  many  other  noted  prize  winners,  was  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
stud  on  July  1.  A  yearling  filly  by  General  Gates  out  of  Ellen  by  Rocky 
Mountain  was  added  at  the  same  time.  Ellen  was  bought  over  a  year  ago. 
The  farm  now  has  four  fillies  sired  by  General  Gates.  The  number  of  horses 
in  the  stud  at  present  are  1  stallion,  9  mares,  1  2-year-old  filly,  3  yearling  fillies, 
and  6  sucking  fillies.  One  of  the  latter  was  sired  by  the  famous  saddle  stallion 
Highland  Denmark,  which  died  in  July,  1906.  As  fillies  are  especially  desired 
at  this  time,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  all  but  two  foals  of  1907  thus  far  have 
been  fillies.     The  two  colts  were  both  stillbirths,  one  being  a  twin.
